I saw her in the days of 
March and April, 1938, when her 
streets were gay with Nazi ban- 
ners; when the arrogant, confi- 
dent storm-troopers and elite 
guard walked her streets. 

I talked in rooms where fear 
was so great one felt it like a 
presence, with professors, in- 
tellectuals, writers who were 
waiting for the knock on the 
door. They had written against 
the Nazi power. I talked with 
Jews who feared the worst 
and many of them, men, wom- 
en, children, died in the gas 
chambers of the concentration 
camps. 

On April 10, 1938, Hitler, Goer- 
ing, Hess, Rosenberg, and all 
the Nazi hierarchy arrived in a 
glittering, all-steel and alumi- 
num stream-lined train. The 
crowds thronged the Ringstrasse 
to see them parade. They shout- 
ed themselves hoarse: 

“Sieg Heil! Sieg Heil! Ein 
Volk, Ein Reich, Ein Fuehrer.”’ 

Over and over again. 

The cars moved slowly ae 
the crowds shrieked and shouted 
their slogans Hitler kept 
raising his hand in the Nazi 
salute ‘‘Heil Hitler! Heil! 
Heil! Heil!’’ 

Children paraded banners 
whipped in a cold wind which 
later brought a_ steady driz- 
es 2 

All afternoon they went by... 
their eyes lit with a fanatic 
light “Sieg Heil... Sieg 
Heil.”’ 

One of the things I remember 
best is a very fat man who 
shrieked so loudly that froth 
gathered in the corners of his 
mouth and dried there, a gray 
stain testifying to his fanatic 
fervor. 


Death 


A lot of the arrogant storm 
troopers and elite guards who 
marched and paraded there, 
even then were moving toward 
beckoning death. Thousands of 
the children who paraded there 
were to put on uniforms three 
or four years later and die for 
the fatuous-looking man, with 
the shoe-polish-dauber mustache, 
called Hitler. 

In those furious, fast-moving, 
clamorous days, each of which 
seemed so climactic, I passed 
often by the ancient statue of 
doubled-faced Janus. I never 
saw .him smile. But he must 
have. 

There had been many changes. 
Francis Joseph, the great old 
emperor, died in 1916, The war, 
which was to destroy the em- 
pire, was well under way. Seven 
countries, of which five were 
entirely new formations, (Aus- 
tria, Hungary, Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia and Yugoslavia), were

Austria was the sickest of the 
new nations. She moved from 
disorder to disorder. Mussolini 
protected her for a while.

To Be Considered 


The officials of Atlanta and Fulton 
County schools have asked the Joint Board 
of City and County Tax Assessors for a 
conference before the new tax rates are 
set. 

The request is reasonable, for if 
revalued tax assessment percentages 
too low, the result would be disaster 
the schools. 

Fulton County School Superintend- 
ent Paul West explained the county cur- 
rently is up against the 15 mill legal 
limit. If the assessments are too low, he 
explained, there is no way to raise the 
rate to bring in enough income for the 
schools. Miss Ira Jarrell, Atlanta school 
superintendent, likewise fears trouble. 
Among other problems, the city faces the 
loss next year of 30 per cent of its non- 
ad valorem revenues. These revenues 
amounted to approximately $4,500,000 of 
this year’s education budget. 

The General Assembly is about to be 
called into special session, mainly because 
of a statewide educational crisis. We be- 
lieve, and certainly we hope, that the Joint 
Board of Tax Assessors will recognize this 
local problem and act with forthrightness. 

The Atlanta area is expanding, and tre- 
mendous pressure is on the schools to keep 
up with the increase in population. Neither 
city nor county schools can afford to have 
their progress blocked by a hasty or unfair 
decision.

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The Expressway Grows 
And Will Keep Growing 


Bit by bit Atlanta is easing its traffic 
problem. Yesterday, another section was 
added to the northeast leg of the express- 
way and work is going forward on other 
sections. 

The final 1.2 mile stretch of the north- 
east expressway has been opened with the 
usual, and appropriate, ribbon cutting. 
The leg ends at the Buford highway 
where motorists see the cheering sight of 
work in progress on a four-lane highway 
that will parallel that obsolete and heav- 
ily traveled road. 

The opening of the northeast leg is 
another step toward completion of the 
north-south system that will drain 
through traffic from Atlanta’s clogged 
downtown streets. The northwest leg is 
under construction from Howell Mill Road 
to the Marietta Highway. The south leg 
merges into a four-lane highway that 
soon will be finished to Griffin. 

The most important link of the sys- 
tem, however, is unfinished. This is the 
downtown connector that will join the 
north and. south segments. Work is under 
way on portions of this vital highway, 
but completion of the connector is many 
dollars and days away. 

Constructing an expressway through a 
city is as expensive and difficult a prob- 
lem as can be devised by man. Before 
the road can be built, property must be 
bought and buildings razed. The cost is 
enormous, but it is worth every cent. 

Barring the invention of something 
that will replace the automobile, traffic 
will remain the number-one headache of 
all growing cities. In Atlanta’s case, a 
north-south expressway will not be 


enough. An east-west one is almost in- 
evitable, and as the section keeps expand- 
ing, even more will be needed.

To Open New Vistas 


The Georgia Highway Department has 
signed a contract with a Florida authority 
to build a toll road along part of the 
Georgia coast. 

The contract is with the Ocean High- 
way and Port Authority of Fernandina, 
the group that sponsored the beach road 
from Fernandina to the St. Johns River. 
The projected route would lead from 
Brunswick, along the coastal marshes and 
woodlands, to St. Mary's, and a connec- 
tion near Fernandina with Florida’s fa- 
vorite tourist drive, Route AlA.

It would relieve 
congestion on the Coastal Highway. It 
would make Jekyll Island State Park 
more accessible, and open up miles of 
beautiful and undeveloped coastal prop- 
erly.

This toll route was made possible under 
an act of the General Assembly of 1951.

Tito Will Listen, 
But Only Politely 


President Tito of Yugoslavia, a coun- 
try which claims to be truly communistic 
while its one-time partner has backslid, 
makes it plain he has not yet quit the 
West. 

He will talk with two Russians who 
come a-wooing. The Kremlin strategists 
are sending Premier Bulganin and party 
leader Khrushchev to Belgrade to discuss 
“improvement” in “Yugoslav-Soviet 
lations. 

It was Tito’s break with Stalin which 
provided the first, and only, crack in 
the chain of Red satellite nations. It was 
a distinct shock to Stalin and brought 
down upon Tito’s head all the familiar 
curses and accusations, such as being a 
“running dog” for the “imperialists.” 

Tito, while welcoming the visitors, 
has said he will not break his ties with 
the West. Instead, he will keep them in- 
formed of all that is said and done. 


That is gratifying. But, it also is the 
pragmatic thing for Tito to do even if he 
didn’t care anything about his Western 
alliances. There is no sense in placing 
himself under the jurisdiction of the 
Kremlin when it obviously is. going 
through a period of transition in which 
the struggle for power is not vet deter- 
mined.

The Russians probably will seek a 
treaty with Tito similar to that signed 


with Austria. This pledges the Austrians 
to neutrality. It further outlaws any for- 
eign military base on Austrian soil. 

The Soviets apparently hope to: set 
up a neutral zone in the Balkans. They 
then will move to create political demands 
in France and Italy for a similar posi- 
tion, including the banning of all foreign 
military bases. 

All this means war is pushed back 
for the time being. Maybe it can be 
pushed back even further.

Out of much flailing and threshing about a sug- 
gestion that the Southern Association landlord do 
something about the tenants at Little Rock and Mobile 
has developed two definite impressions. (1) Florida is 
busting a gusset to get into the league and (2) there 


are no improvements of conditions indicated either “at 
Little Rock or Mobile. 


Friday evening, almost before the Associated Press wires 
that carried the story had cooled off, Miami and Tampa-St. 
to announce they were swinging into 
action. Saturday there were more calls. 
: Monday afternoon a group of Tampa 
.s Bay citizens, including Jack Russell of 

- Clearwater, the old major league 
| pitcher, met with Mayor Curtis Hixon 
in Tampa. Three different groups are 
f pulling the oars there, each armed to 
™ the teeth with capital and claims of 

F, capital. 

There are interests behind the 
scene in Miami whose identity cannot 
'. be revealed. But they are in line with 
- » the established standards of the South- 
». ern Association. 

What developed out of Little 
Rock and Mobile was nothing more 
than retorts, not answers. They 
came, naturally, from the two 
people most concerned with base- 
ball interests there, Ray Winder, 
the general manager and 35-per 
cent stockholder at Little Rock, and James McPhillips, the 
new president of the Mobile club. Both indulged in retaliatory 
jabs, not in a defense of their fortresses of apathy. 


McPhillips says the suggestion was ‘‘uncalled for.’’ This would 
geem to be a natural reaction in the front offices of Mobile and 
Little Rock. 


McPhillips asks how Miami and. Tampa can be expected to 
support a double A franchise ‘‘when they were forced to with- 
draw from a lower Joop due to a lack of attendance?’’’*Both Miami 
and Tampa stuck with the league to the bitter end. They and 
the league went dcwn together, but there were sore weaknesses 
jn the entire operation, from league to front offices, which would 
not affect a Southern Association franchise.

McPhillips forgets, too, the experience of baseball in Mil- 
waukee. This village turned out only 195,000 customers to see 
the Brewers win the American Association pennant in 1952. The 
next season almost 2,000,000 came to see the former Boston Braves 
at work. It all depends on the kind of product you give the public. 


It’s popular about the league to hoot at Earl Mann and 
his ‘‘car nights,’’ his hillybilly shows and his movie stars. 
He has never lost money on one of his giveaways or pro- 
motions, and I have yet to see the visiting club secretary 
refuse to accept the fat check for a car night. 


Some of this sort of merchandising might go a good way 
toward relieving the tomb-like atmosphere at Little Rock, where 


Winder has sneered persistently at Mann’s methods of enterprise. 
His defense: 


“I don’t mind Furman Bisher running the Atlanta club, but 
I don’t think it’s time to turn the league over to him. We've 
been a part of it since 1915. He just broke in.”’ 


Winder’s presence in Little Rock doesn’t reflect an im- 
provement. The Travelers drew 89,129 in 1915. They drew only 
74,449 last year and are 10,503 behind that pace on the basis 
of Charlie Hurth’s last figures. 


If anything I have said or written has any progressive effect 
on attendance at Little Rock or Mobile, I'll be delighted. I’m 
afraid, though, that something stronger than community pride 
will have to take over before baseball prosperity sets in there. 


—Are the Fans Mad Enough To Turn Out? 


In the course of composing his retort, McPhillips pointed out 
that ‘‘Mobile never hoHered when Atlanta slumped to 232,000 in 
1952.’ 


In Mobile that figure would represent wild prosperity. 
Only once in history have the Bears reached that figure at 
the gate. In 1947 they attracted 237,322 clients, Mebile’s lone 
experience in the 200,000 attendance bracket. 


It is significant that Friday night, as the column appeared, 
Mobile was playing to a house of 609, Little Rock to 491. Stronger, 
more populous members of a baseball league must naturally 
carry a heavier share of the load, but soon the load becomes a 
burden when the contributions taper off as they have in Mobile 
and Little Rock. 


Joe Engel at Chattanooga is a champion example of how 
imaginative management can keep a city of something less than 
metropolitan population coming to the ball park in profitable 
numbers. Engel has never had the power of Brooklyn or Detroit 
personnel behind him, but has had to make his own way as the 
farm of the unrich Washington Nationals. His showmanship has 
made it pay. 

I can’t see still why men like Winder and McPhillips 
demand that they be kept in a league while their teams and 
those that visit their parks lose money for the privilege. 
I do not see, either, any concrete signs of progress in their

If the fans in those cities arp as irate as the management,

Thyroid Cancer More 


Prevalent in Children 


Cancer of the thyroid is not 
common, but during the past 
decade this type of tumor has 
become more prevalent in chil- 
dren, In searching for an ex- 
planation, Dr. Dwight Clark, of 
the University of Chicago, un- 
covered the following facts: 

All the 13 youngsters with this 
disease that he treated had re 
ceived X-ray. treatments over 
the neck or upper cnest earlier 
in life. Some were radiated for 
thymus trouble; others, for en- 
larged tonsils or neck glands or 
for bronchial disturbances. These 
conditions usually ere benign 
and ordinarily disappear spon- 
taneously in time. 


At any rate, cancer developed 
six to seven years later. All the 
children were girls under age 15 
and they had received from 200 
to 725 r-units of radiation. 


Less than half an r is required 
for the usual stomach X-ray and 
much less for a chest film. 


Dr. Clark mentioned that the 
first X-ray treatment for en- 
larged thymus in children was 
administered in 1907, but the 
remedy did not become popular 
until the late '20s and early ’30s, 
reaching its peak between 1930 
and 1945. Radiation had a re- 
markable effect upon enlarged 
tonsils, neck glands, and thymus, 
shrinking these structures in one 
or two treatments. 

We now know that symptoms 
formerly blamed on_ enlarged 
thymus were due ‘o bronchial 
inflammation, thick tenacious 
sputum, or pressure or the wind- 
pipe from tumor or a misplaced 
blood vessel, X-ray helped by 
reducing inflammation. 


Following in the wake of the 
popularity of X-ray therapy dur- 
ing the preceding decade, there 
has been a marked increase in 
cancer of the thyroid during the 
last 10 years. Now that X-ray 
treatments have fallen into dis- 
repute, will the incidence of thy- 
roid cancer in children drop? Is 
the same cause responsible for 
the rise in leukemia cases? 


Cancer of the thyroid in chil- 
dren is not as serious as in 
adults and, in youngsters, treat- 
ment gives good results. Surgical 
removal of the thyroid or the in- 
jection of radioactive iodine led 
to cure in 90 per cent. The story 
is different in adults, especially 
the elderly in whom cancer is 
highly malignant and resistant 
to therapy.

Nests of heavy hand-carved 
Chinese tables, lamps with bas- 
ket weave bases, authentic 
Oriental screens and colorful 
Chinese seed jars add an Orient- 
al flavor which is both pleasing 
and pretty. 

Typical of the homes in the 
Far East, there are curio cabi- 
nets filled with jade, unusual 
carvings and the famed Hakata 
dolls. 

Colonel Florimont and his wife 
have, without benefit of a dec- 
orator, achieved the mood of the 
Far East with perfection and 
charm. All their furnishings are 
of an authentic background and
